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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 2, 4, 6-15 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
present invention relates to a system and method of displaying a plurality of 
objects placed in a two-dimensional or three-dimensional virtual space. The 
prior art cited discloses a similar system and method of displaying objects, but 
does not specifically disclose, "determining a barycenter of the objects based on 
the weighted values and the positions of the objects... wherein a heaviest 
weighted value is assigned to a player character which is operable by a player, 
and wherein a weighted value equal to or greater than a sum of weighted 
values of objects other than the player character is dynamically assigned to the 
player character" [claim 1]. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee.

Goden 
et al. (US 5,830,066) also notes assigning values player characters, 
background, and enemy characters (Figure 18).
